In connection with hardiness may I eall 
your attention to our famous Star Lilies 
(shown in color on page 24) which may be 
easily carried over the winter buried in a 
small box of moist sand. You will be espe- 
cially pleased with their spicy fragrance and 
brilliant blue and pink blossoms. From the 
hard brown bulbs the plants emerge in record 
time. Though they are quite resistant to cold 
they usually do not start into growth until the 
average temperature reaches about 65 degrees. 
With the advent of warm weather they grow 
rapidly and bloom almost at once. 


The stately Egyptian Lotus grows prodigi- 
ously during the warm weather of middle 
spring and summer, flowering most profusely 
in July and August. Their huge pink blossoms 
are 9 to 10 inches across like immense semi- 
double roses. 


The smaller aquatics like the Water Poppy, 
Arrowheads, Hyacinth, ete., bloom from mid- 
dle spring till the frosts of autumn.

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A NOVEL POOL 
October 24, 1939. 
Dear Mr. Johnson: 

‘*‘My new lily pool turned out very successfully this 
summer and I still have blossoms from the Star 
Lilies, Blue Triumph, and Panama Pacific. 

“This is a rather novel and inexpensive irregular 
pool. I dug it 2 feet deep, sloping the sides to a 45 
degree angle. I coated this whole ground surface to 
the top edge with a product known as Cold Patch 
(liquid asphalt). It is used for making roads, roofs, 
ete., and is applied cold, retailing for about 25c per 
gallon. I used 5 to 6 gallons to complete the job, 
applying it with an old sprinkling can. While still 
wet I covered it lightly with fine crushed stone, 
allowing it to dry for 2 days before applying 2 more 
coats of asphalt and stone. Afterwards I gave it a 
coat of clear cement and water, applying it with a 
brush. When this was dry I gave it a coat of blue 
Under Water Enamel. The pool has held perfectly 
and looks very good now, washing up fine when it 
becomes dirty. The materials used cost about 45, 
which is pretty cheap for a 9x12 pool.

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Pools are very simply built, the principal thing to remember being 
to have them about 2 feet deep, which allows a foot for the boxes or 
soil in which lilies are planted and 8 to 12 inches of water. Such a 
pool will give optimum results, though of course pools much shal- 
lower or much deeper are perfectly satisfactory. About 12 hours 
after the concrete is poured it may be water-proofed by painting it 
with pure cement mixed with water to the consistency of cream. 
The pool may then be filled with water and left for a week or so 
to cure.

How to Plant Water Lilies *** i ae 


THEIR CULTURE, GROWTH AND CARE OF POOLS 


HE culture of water lilies is very simple and there are no 

stumbling blocks such as one often runs into in caring for 
many garden plants. Since they grow in water they do not need 
daily attention to watering. In hot, dry weather they will not 
burn up nor will they drown out in prolonged, cold rains. 


Most aquatics are gross feeders and ap- 
preciate a rich soil. They will grow well in 
any type of soil if enriched either with 
Johnson’s Water Lily Fertilizer or with cow 
or stable manure. In poor soils they can- 
not make the lush, green growth you have 
a right to expect. Thus unless your soil is 
exceptionally rich we advise some form 
of fertilizer. Do not use too much but sol 
low instructions below. ; 


Remember that aquatics thrive best 
where they receive at least a reasonable 
amount of sunlight. Shady water is very 
cold. 


CARE OF THE NEW POOL 


There are two different ways to prepare 
your pool for planting. The simplest and 
most convenient way is to plant in boxes 
filled with earth. This makes it much more 
practical to thoroughly clean the pool in 


spring and helps greatly to keep the growth 


of plants in check. 


In very small pools or where a are too 
shallow, i.e., less than 12 inches, it is 
sometimes best to cover the bottom with 
soil, allowing for from 6 to 12 inches of 
water. However, unless the plants are 
watched, the stronger kinds are liable to 
smother out the less vigorous. There is 
much to be said for both methods, but the 
more experienced growers seem to prefer 
boxes. 


After he soil or boxes are in we have 
found it stimulating to plant growth to 
drain the pool in about 10 days and fill 
with fresh water.

FERTILIZERS. Cow manure is very good 
used at the rate of one shovelful to four of 
soil.

Stable manure may be used 
as above. Chicken and rabbit manure must 
be used with great care and in small 
amounts, as they are much given to burn- 
ing the roots.

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NIGHT BLOOMING 


Water Lilies 


URING the sunny morning hours these fascinating night flowering water 

lilies are among the most delightful flowers in the garden. Their gorgeous 
coloring and exotic appearance give them an irresistible appeal and make them 
favorites with all who are familiar with them. The descriptive name “night 
blooming” really does not do them justice, for they form one of the most strik- 
ing features of the pool during the early part of the day. The flowers are quite 
large, from 6 to 12 inches across, depending on culture. Some are cup-shaped, 
while others open their petals flat, the cone of yellow or carnelian stamens stand- 


ing upright in the center. The flowers unfold in the evening and remain open 
until shortly before noon the following day, but opening on 3 to 4 evenings. 
They should not be planted until the weather is settled and warm. 


DEVONIENSIS. The oldest water lily 
hybrid. Raised at Chatsworth, the seat of 
the plant loving Duke of Devonshire in 
18538.
